Doings of the 


Legislature 


Sacramento—The legislative session 
ended this year, as all legislative ses- 
sions always end; with many roll 
calls, frequent ‘calls of the house” 
which mean that members are locked 
in until all those not in the Chamber 


| have been found and brought in, and 


everybody tired and worn out with 
continuous sessions. 


So far as the results of the session 
of the legislature are concerned, they 
have been as usual; also, some very 
excellent bills have been passed; some 


| very objectionable ones have reached 


the governor and a vast number of 
generally unimportant measures such 
as county government bills have been 
enacted. It has been suggested and 
would unquestionably be a great re- 
form if local bills were left to local 
bodies. Thus county measures would 
be left to the supervisors to settle, 
since the counties pay the bills. Why, 
the question is asked, should mem- 
bers from Los Angeles decide what 
the taxpayers of Lassen should pay 
their county clerk? or why should the 
assemblyman from Humboldt have 
anything to say about the salary of 
the sheriff of San Bernardino? If those 
bills were eliminated the business of 
the session would be cut in half and 
there would be a saving of expense to 
the taxpayers in the decreased cost of 
the session, and an improvement in 
the work done by the law makers 
since they would have more time to 
consider business of general states 
interest. That ig the view taken by 
many members and a movement may 
be expected at an early date to amend 
the constitution by cutting out all lo- 
cal bills. 


Under a bill introduced by Assemb- 
lyman Rochester of Los Angeles, mar- 
riages can not be performed until 
three days after application has been 
made for a license. That is to pre- 
vent parties getting married after an 
all night debauch and also the mar- 
riage of minors since there would be 
time for the parents to discover the 
contemplated wedding in time to pre- 
vent it. An effort to amend the 
Wright act by changing it so as to 
make it a duplication of the Volstead 
law failed. The investigation of the 
water resources of the state is to be 
continued until the next session, an 
appropriation to pay the expenses of 
the investigating committee having 
been made. 


The tax on gasoline in future will 
be 3 cents instead of 2 cents per gal- 
lon. The speed limit on highways is 
raised from 35 miles to 40 miles an 
hour, No registration will be re- 
quired for mobile equipment for 
spraying, well boring, wood saws and 
implements of husbandry. Non-resi- 
dent drivers, if they transport per- 
sons for hire, must pay the regular 
license fee. All stolen vehicles must 


be reported to the motor vehicle de- 
partment within a week after their 
loss. Owners of garages must report 
to the department all vehicles stored 
in a garage for over thirty days by 
unknown persons. All candidates for 
licenses must undergo an examination 
before such license is granted. Muffler 
cutouts are forbidden after January 


1, 1929. Licenses will be revoked on 
the third conviction within twelve 
months. Spotlights must not be used 


instead of head lights. All licenses 
that have run for*three years are to 
be concelled and new licenses issued. 


The highway commission is to in- 
vestigate the cost to the state in se- 
curing ownership in every toll bridge 
in California, and the erection of all 
bridges in the future by the state. The 
commission will report to the next 
sessions of the legislature. The com- 
mittee from the assembly which vis- 
ited the Owens valley and studied the 
condition of that section as a result 
of its drainage for the purpose of sup- 
plying water to Los Angeles presented 
a very vigorous report strongly con- 
demning the city for the condition 
to which the valley has been reduced. 
As a result the assembly by a vote of 
43 to 34 passed a resolution demand- 
ing that the southern city repair the 
damage it has done as alleged, and in 
future secure its water by storage 
from Mono Lake. 


The voters next year are asked to 
endorse a state bond issue for $6,000,- 
000 to be used in the purchase and 
improvement of state parks.

The legislature has enacted a Jaw 
that any person convict2d of first 
degree murder but whose sentence the 
jury fail to fix shall be automatically 
given a life term. That measure is 
the result cf the recent decision of 


the state supreme court that the jury 
must be as unanimous in fixing the 
penalty as in determining the guilt. 
The new law makes a retrial un- 
necessary, unless the district attor- 
nty is anxious to secure a conviction 
with the death penalty.
